Fire Ruins Topple. 
A half mile away, outbuildings 
were demolished and livestock in­ 
jured on the farm of W. D. Braw­ 
ley. Twenty volunteer workers from 
New Paris responded promptly to 
a call to help repair the damage on 
the farms. 
At Lebanon. Warren county, a 


dozen persons escaped injury when 
the wind blew down a wall of a fire 
wrecked building. The wall toppled 
into the Loot restaurant, which was 
damaged, but patrons were unhurt.

In Tho*e Remote Times 
It Is difficult already to reconstruct, even In sil­ 
houette, Hie popular attitudes that prevailed during 


tho late election. That momentous occasion, only 


slightly more than two months old, already seems 


remote, both in point of tim e-and experience. 


There is no difficulty in makiug an accurate ob­ 


servation on a change in attitudes since then, how­ 


ever, despite a somewhat hazy basis of comparison. 
The change is in the air. It Is so much a part of 
things that one merely has to allow himself a short 
perapective to be able to see it in tangible propor­ 
tions. 
Since the exciting day* preceding the election last 
November there has been what might be described 
as a complete deflation of unjustified hope. To a 
certain extent, there has been, accompanying it, a 
realization of the folly of unfounded fear. The whole 
process could be called a closer approach to the 
reality of current conditions. 
It seems almost cruel to say that million* of 
Americans have discovered that they placed too 
much truat in the efficacy of political shin plasters 
The plasters still are on display; they yet may have 
a chance to work. Rut the marvel of them has disap 
pealed along with a slightly hysterical belief that 
they neither would heal instantly or maim beyond 
recovery.

From the second conference between President 
Hoover and Mr. Roosevelt comes un unexpected an­ 
nouncement that the United States will be willing to 
discuss war debts with Great Britain shortly after 
the new administration takes over the governm ent 
In addition to debts, representatives of the two na­ 
tions will discuss general economic problems affect­ 
ing their governments and tho governments ut all 
oilier countries. 
n

The proposed conference immediately suggests It­ 
self as a preparatory session of the world economic 
conference to be held several months later. 
It will 
amount to a preliminary get-together of the princi­ 
pal creditor and the favored debtor, in the hope that 
by adjusting their views first the work of the con 
ference can be made easier. 
Ironically, it Is a de­ 
cision which places the British in the middle. Their 
favor in the opinion of the United States is balanced 
evenly, It seems, by their understanding with France. 
lf the conference is held, it will satisfy, partially 
at least, this nation's obligation to Great Britain for 
its decision to continue debt payments until the*© 
had been a formal opportunity to discuss readjust­ 
ment. 
It represents a compromise of the views of 
President Hoover and Mr Roosevelt on the method 
of debt settlement. 
The President favors approach­ 
ing it formally through special representatives. 
Mr. 
lloctevelt Is Inclined to favor separate settlements 
made as quickly as possible. 
Each should be satis­ 
fied with the arrangement. 
Popular opinion will be likely to view the proposal 
with favor, although there may be an inclination to 
doubt that there is anything to be gained by snub 
bing France. Obviously, there can be no progress In 
any genera) conference until some settlement of the 
war debt problem has been made. 
Whatever progress may be made in negotiations 
with Britain, there will remain France, Italy and 
tho lesser debtors. Is there, perchance, a possibility 
that the United States will propose another confer­ 
ence in the early months of the Roosevelt admin)* 
tration? 
Debts come first; until they have been 
cleared up. the way to improvement in International 
relations is blocked. 
If Great Britain In agreeable, 
an important step will be taken before the new ad­ 
ministration is a month old. 


The assertion is made without specific reference 
to parties. Democrats made th® somewhat eoinpr> 
mixing promise that things couldn't be worse lf 
they were given control. They were bad prophets. 
Republicans promised that they could make tilings 
better if they were allowed to continue. Few voters 
believed them then and the number hasn t increased 
greatly. The depression outlook, which sees light 
ahead shining dimly through intervening curtains 
of gloom, has been turned squarely on politics. 
Gone are the heroes of the late campaign, in 
adequately reassuring even then. Vanished are th e 
inflated conceptions of the ease with which 
th e 
depresion would be bundled by magic application of 
a "new deal” or treatm ent um hr an rid deal. In 
their places are the same old difficulties, augmented 
now by new ones created by the deadly momentum 
of the descending spiral of economic activity. 
There still Is faith sufficient to conquor them in 
time, faith and an abundance of wealth which awaits 
the Midas touch of economic revival to make it 
meaningful once more. Perhaps at no time during 
the depression have Americans been more humble 
In the realization of the temporary devastation of 
their order of things. Goue is political bombast, dis 
credited are the prophets. A nation'* inheritance 
of ability to pull itself out of chaos into order is ah 
that is left.

RT1CAR1A" Is another name 
for “hives.” or “nettle rash.” 
It is a battling and annoying 
ondition. 
Urticaria I* characterized by the 
sudden appearance on the Bkin of 
a firm whitish patch. This is sur­ 
rounded by a reddish area. The 
disturbance resembles the swelling 
caused by a mosquito bite. 
The swellings may cover the en­ 
tire body. They cause itching or a 
stinging sensation. The rash may 
last from a few hours to a few 
day*. 
I receive many letters request­ 
ing information ubout this annoy­ 
ing condition and advice as to its 
treatment. Cure can be obtained 
by finding and removing the cause 
There are many causes. To find 
them 
requires 
careful 
investiga­ 
tion and study. 
Suffers from urticaria are sensi­ 
tive to certain substances. The con­ 
dition is caused or aggravated by 
certain 
foods, 
drugs, 
acute 
or 
chronic infections, faulty elimina­ 
tion, 
or 
emotional 
disturbances. 
The exciting substances may be 
found in clothes, furniture, and the 
materials used in certain occupa­ 
tions. 
A Peculiar Case 
The underlying cause may be in 
significant and difficult to find 
Sensitivity to drugs as a cause of 
hives is often overlooked. This is 
illustrated by the following story: 
A man suffered from hives aud 


noticed that hi* attacks always re­ 
curred when he had a headache. 
While every effort was made to de­ 
termine what food he was scnsl 
five to, no relief was found. 
The 
sufferer neglected to tell his phy 
sician that he always took a head 
ache tablet to relieve his headache 
When 
that 
particular 
headache 
tablet was discarded the hives dis 
appeared, but I do not know wile 
thor he still suffers from headache 
One attack or more of hives may 
be traced to an acute infection of 
some sort. If the infection becomes 
chronic, there are apt to be numer­ 
ous attacks. All focal infections 
such as come from infected teeth, 
tonsil*, 
nasal 
sinuses, 
appendix 
and gallbladder, should be removed. 
How To Treat It. 
In seeking a cure for hives, I 
cannot over-emphaaixe the import­ 
ance of 
correcting 
constipation. 
This disturbance may be overcome 
by proper diet and lh© use of mild 
laxatives. 
Avoid foods to which you are 
sensitive. Omit from the diet fried 
and greasy things, as well as ex 
cessive quantities of salt, pepper, 
spice and condiments. Drink six to 
eight glasses of water daily. 
Relief may be obtained from the 
itching and stinging pain by the 
use of solution of hyposulphite of 
soda. Dissolve a tablespoon of the 
soda in halt a glass of water and 
use the solution locally as a wash. 
Baking soda dissolved in a tub of

H. C. Nutting Com­ 
pany Awarded Mont­ 
gomery Project. 


The H. C. Nutting Testing Lab­ 
oratories of Cincinnati have been 
awarded a contract by the federal 
engineers of the 
Pittsburgh dis 
trict to make tests of the concrete 
used in the construction of lock 
walls for the Montgomery Island 
dam in the Ohio river near Ohio 
View. The Cincinnati company will 
also test the material used at locks 
No. 2 and 3 In the Allegheny river. 
A report for the 
year 
ending 
June SO, 1932, issued by Supervis 
ing Inspector General D. N. Hoo 
ver of the bureau of navigation and 
steamboat inspection, shows that 
66,235 passengers were carried on 
the upper Ohio river during that 
year. The report also shows that 
973,263 passengers were carried on 
boats running out of the Cincinnati 
harbor during the same period. 
The Ohio river is stationary here 
today, stages of 15 feet and 12 feet 
being reported in the upper and 
lower pools respectively at lock No 
8. The following boats were lock­ 
ed through No. 8 Sunday and to­ 
day. 
The Sam Craig, 
Pittsburgh to 
New Orleans, with three barges of 
pipe, one barge each of contractors 
supplies and cement, and the new 
dredge, Grafton; the Diesel, Pitts­ 
burgh to Mingo, with one barge of 
tar; the Senator Cordill, Cincin­ 
nati to Pittsburgh, with 300 tons 
of merchandise; the Liberty, Char­
